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Minutes of the Proceedings 


Ev. Luth. Foint Synod of Ohio and other States, held 
at Allegheny, Pa., from Oct. 18 to Oct. 24, 1882. 


The Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States, met in 
the Ev. Luth. St. John’s Church, Revs. F. Schiedt and Theo. P. 
Ebert, Pastors, at Allegheny, Pa., at 9 o’clock in the morning, 
Oct. 18, A. D. 1882, to hold its twenty-sixth regular convention. 

The worthy President, Prof. M. Loy, opened the synod with 
divine services as prescribed in our liturgy, after which the 
officers took their seats. : 

The business of synod was transacted in 12 sessions, one of 
which was held in the evening. The morning sessions were 
held from 84 to 114 o’clock, and the afternoon sessions from 2 to 
5. Pastor J. M. Koepplin, the appointed chaplain, opened the 
respective sessions with a suitable service. 

There were five public services held in the beautiful 
church of the St. John’s congregation. Teacher Margstein added 
materially to all the services by his strict attention to the organ.

After the organization of Synod the worthy President read 
the following official report: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Dear Barre ws 


Although since our last convention of Synod at Wheeling, we have 
had to pass through many struggles, and a number of those who at that 
time were still brethren have, to our sorrow severed their connection from 
us, we have still occasion to be joyful at the opening of this convention of 
synod. The Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad.“ 
It seems to me as if our synod, during the sixty years of its existence, had 
never enjoyed the blessings of God so richly as just now in these times of 
hot controversy and bitter opposition. “We are persecuted, but not for- 
saken; cast down, but not destroyed.” That is because the Lord of the 
Church, whom we serve, is in our midst to help us. “The Lord of hostsis 
with us; the God of Jacob is our refuge.” He has prospered the work of 
our hands. 


Whilst a number of our pastors have gone out from us, because they 
would not contend with us for the old doctrine of our beloved Lutheran 
Church, a larger number from other synods have been drawn to us by this 
controversy, and have stood at our side and fought the good fight with us. 
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The Lord our God has comforted and strengthened us. My soul is joyful 
in the Lord and rejoices in His help. As perhaps never before our synod is 
united to a man in this controversy which has come upon us, and in the 
work assigned us. Praise and honor be unto the Lord our God! 


We need not be surprised that at our last convention there were yet 
brethrén among us, who, although substantially one with us in doctrine, 
could not cheerfully concur with all the resolutions adopted by synod. It 
is not an easy matter to give up long harbored hopes, not even when it has 
become evident that we have hoped in vain. Our relation to Missouri and 
our connection with the Synodical Conference was the result of an earnest 
effort for many years externally to unite those synods which, by the grace 
of God, had become one in faith, at least to such an extent that they 
might cease to hinder each other’s work, in the pursuit of their high 
calling assist one another. It is algo clearly written, “ Now I beseech you, 
brethren, by the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no divisions among you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind and in the same judgment.” 1 Cor. 1, 10. 
What Lutheran heart was not grieved, deeply grieved, to see the forces 
divided and the minds embittered by the erection of opposition altars on the 
part of those who had the same confession of faith, and to all of whom the 
words must have applied: “ Endeavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace.” Eph. 4,3. Many old difficulties had been removed, 
and the indications were that we could labor together in peace with other 
synods with ever increasing joyfulness and blessing. And now the divi- 
sion has come, and all our excellent plans shall be destroyed at once! Nay, 
it is not surprising that some could not at once accomodate themselves to so 
sad a change, and still continued to hope against hope. It is truly not a 
little matter, to be necessitated to contend against those who formerly 
valiantly fought with us against the powers of darkness,and in whose com- 
munion we so joyfully labored in the upbuilding of our beloved Church. 
But the trouble has come, and we would have been unfaithful servants, if 
we had refused to resist the evil with all our might. It would have been a 
reproach, if we had refused to cpntend against a false doctrine because a 
synod hitherto sound in the faith and of great reputation, introduced it. 
Thanks be to God, all now recognize the fact that we neither could nor can 
go with Missouri in her unscriptural and unconfessional presentation of the 
doctrine of Election, and that there is nothing left to us, if we would be 
faithful Lutherans, but to reject it and contend against it. 

Christians are indeed commanded to labor earnestly for peace. II it 
be possible,” St. Paul writes, “as much as lieth in you, live peaceably with 
all men.” Rom. 12, 18. But the honor of God and the salvation of the 
soul are of infinitely more importance. If we would retain a pure conscienve 
in the sight of God, and earnestly strive for the salvation of menin con- 
formity with God's will, it is simply not possible to enter into or retain 
peaceable church relations with those who do not continue in the purity of 
the Gospel, but introduce human errors and would have them placed on 
an equality with divine truth in the congregation. It does not lie in us to 
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keep peace with men who contend against the saving doctrine of the 
Gospel; for the apostle declares unto us: “ Beloved when I gave all dili- 
gence to write unto you of the common salvation, it was needful for me to 
write unto you, and exhort you, that ye should earnestly contend for the 
faith which was once delivered unto the saints.” Jude 3. Whoever will 
not fight the good fight of faith, but would rather sacrifice truth than peace, 
will not obtain the victor’s crown. It is a delusion when people imag- 
ine the law of love to require such unfaithfulness to doctrine. Lutheran 
Christians have learned by the grace of God to say with Luther over 
against errorists: “ We are indeed ready and willing to live in peace and 
love with them, but only when they let our doctrine of faith remain pure 
and unadulterated. If they are not willing to do this, their boasting of 
Christian love is all vain. Accursed be that love into the depths of hell 
which is preserved to the injury and perversion of the doctrine of faith, to 
which everything must yield.” Such pretended love would be nothing less’ 
than unkindness clothed in the forms of charity; for such love would seek 
earthly peace at the sacrifice of heavenly truth and the salvation of the soul. 

For this reason, painful as it is, we can no longer avoid a separation from 
Missouri, with whom we labored as with fellow believers for many years, 
and from those who have suffered themselves to be blinded and deceived 
by Missouri. We can no longer live with them in peace, nor labor with 
them asin the past years. Missouri, by her sad departure from the La- 
theran confession in a fundamental doctrine of faith has separated herself 
from us; and since she in fact has become Calvinistic, there remains no 
other course for us to pursue, if we would remain faithful, than to contend 
against this synod, formerly so highly esteemed, just as we have hitherto 
conscientiously contended against all the Reformed sects. For since Mis- 
souri has set up a doctrine of Predestination according to which the election 
of those individuals who shall surely be saved, has taken place irrespective 
of man’s relation to the means of grace which were instituted for all men, 
and the grace of God which is intended for all and equally offered to all 
in these means of grace, so that God in His eternal decree did not proceed 
according to the rule revealed in the Gospel and expressed in our confes- 
sions, “that He will justify all those who in true repentance embrace Christ 
in genuine faith, graciously receive them, and adopt them as childre and 
heirs of eternal life,” and that election did not take place in view of the 
merits of Christ appropriated by faith, and not in view of the wilful re- 
sistance against the grace of God equally powerful for all which all may and 
many do offer,—since, to express it in other words, Missouri teaches a doe- 
trine of election of certain favored persons to be called, to faith and to con- 
version: the fundamental position of Calvinism has been adopted by this, 
and the germ of every Calvinistic error is already contained in it, although 
this may not be known or not acknowledged. 

We can then no longer think of holding fraternal relations with the 
Missouri Synod and those who have followed them in their path of error, 
until they have become sober and have in penitence returned to the Evan- 
gelical truth which the Lutheran Church confesses. If we would do this we 
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would be required either to give up our comforting Lutheran doctrine, and 
foolishly take in exchange the Reformed errors against which our fathers 
successfully contended, or we must entertain a destructive unionism, against 
which we have carried on a difficult warfare for many years, and against 
which we must continue to wage war in order to preserve faith and love. 
In this respect we would also abide by the Word of our God who speaks 
through the apostle: “Now I beseech you, brethren, mark them which cause 
divisions and offences contrary to the doctrine which ye have learned ; and 
avoid them.“ Rom. 16, 17. The consequences of such faithful adherance 
to the sayings of our Lord we can right well leave with Him. 

Our synod then again stands alone. In itself this is no evil. God 
never commanded His entire Church to be externally united under one visi- 
ble form of government. A synod, under some circumstances, yes, even a 
congregation, can stand all alone without any organic connection with other 
similar organizations. Our synod has become large and strong, and has 
within her bounds everything necessary to carry on the work of the Lord in 
its various departments. So far we can then be well contented to be alone. 
But being interested in the welfare of the Church at large, and not only in 
that of the individual synod, we cannot otherwise than lament that onr 
efforts at union have been fruitless. Neither are we to cease making such 
efforts, because hitherto we have only brought sorrow upon ourselves. We 
must fear the cross, just as little as the wariare. 

Let the sad experience of the past not cause us to lose courage or to be- 
come indolent in any good work. Our labor in the Lord is not in vain. 

Synods having the same confession can very well, for the time being, 
labor side by side, without injury to one another, provided they are geo- 
graphically divided, or at least recognize each other as sister synods and 
therefore avoid all interference. It becomes an evil however just as soon 
as two synods are so independent of each other, that one pays no regard to 
the other, and in consequence opposition altars are erected. When Chris- 
tian sects, who indeed pretend that they are dispensing the Word of God, 
and that they are gaining souls for Christ, contend against us as Opponents, 
and hinder us in our work, it is a cross which we are required to bear, and 
we need not think of having it taken away whilst here upon earth. “For 
there must be also heresies among you, that they which are approved may 
be made manifest among you.” 1 Cor. 11,19. But it should be otherwise 
among those who are united in the doctrine of the Gospel. Where there is 
no ground in conscience which makes it necessary for congregations or 
synods to stand and labor alone, there we are at least. required not to inter- 
fere with one another, which even applies to the sects, but also that we do 
not erect opposition altars. In such case division is sin, and we must see to 
it that where it is made or continued the sin does not rest with us. 

It was therefore right and Christian for us to make an effort at union 
with the General Council, whilst we could entertain the hope that the synods 
forming that union would not only accept our symbols, but would also put 
to practice what they confessed. It was right and Christian for us, after all 
difficulties had been removed, to unite with western synods in the organi- 
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zation of the Synodical Conference, that we might labor together with these 
synods, as long as this was possible. Truly we have no vvcasion to be 
ashamed of our past history ip this respect. We did what we could to bring 

) about peace and unity in the Lutheran Church of our land. Such be our 
efforts also in the future so that we may not be to blame if opposition altars 
are erected, the strength of the church is divided and the minds of the 
people are embittered. 


Meanwhile we stand all alone. This means hard work in the midst of 
a hot contest. By this that the Missouri Synod, and with her several other 
synods in the west, which had labored with us in the same mind and in the 
same Spirit, have departed from the truth of the Gospel in a fundamental 
article, our field of labor which God in His providence has appointed unto 
us, has increased to such an extent that the question is forced upon us: 
What shall we do in order to do justice to the demands made upon us? 
Painful as it is for us fairly to look at the state of things just as they are, 
and to speak and act ‘accordingly, it is evident that we would be jugt as 
little justifiable if we refused to send laborers into any part of the country 
because Missourians are laboring there, as if we would refuse to do so be- 
cause so-called Reformed sects had already established themselves in those 
parts. It is sad enough that such is the state of affairs, but all we can do 
about the matter is to labor earnestly and zealously in the confession and 
dissemination of the old Gospel truth. We would assuredly not be faithful 
servants of the Lord and His Church, if we did not, as much as lieth in us, 
make provisions that at least those congregations, which ask us to send them 
faithful Lutheran ministers, must not be turned away with the cold remark 
that we do not know how to help them. In as much as those congregations 
which are now making such applications are almost exclusively German, it 
would certainly be proper to consider whether we should not, in order to 
meet the present demand, establish a practical seminary for the training of 
German pastors, whilst the present arrangements in Columbus which under 
other circumstances have shown themselves as wise and expedient, be left 
unchanged. No doubt, persons could be found in Germany and in our own 
congregations who could be made able laborers in the Lord’s Vineyard in 
the course of at least two years, there being some of this character already in 
our seminary at Columbus, who because of an insufficient knowledge of the 
English language, are put to great disadvantage because of our present plan 
of instruction. Let synod earnestly consider our situation and resolve 
what may seem proper under the circumstances. 

The Lord, from whom cometh all wisdom and all power for the accom- 
plishment of every good work, graciously dwell in our midst, and bless our 
deliberations and transactions above all that we can ask or think, that His 
name may be hallowed and the welfare of His Church promoted!

At the suggestion of the president, synod took up the con- 
sideration of 
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IJ. Matters Pertaining to Liturgy. 


A partial report of the committee appointed to prepare a 
new German liturgy was laid before synod. The work not being 
completed it was resolved to refer the whole matter back to the 
committee to act according to the instructions given at the 
meeting of synod in Wheeling in 1881, and that to said com- 
mittee 5 additional members be added. 


This committee is to complete the work and then in printed 
form send all the additions and amendments to the old liturgy, 
to the pastors connected with synod for their criticisms and sug- 
gestions. After another final revision the committee shall have 
the liturgy published. 

A committee consisting of Professor E. Schmid, Pastors F. 
Schiedt and G. Doepken was appointed to propose candidates for 
the liturgy committee. The committee proposed Pastors C. H. 
Rohe and G. F. H. Meiser and the Professors M. Loy, F. W. 
Stellhorn and C. H. L. Schuette. The proposition of the com- 
mittee was approved and the name of Past. G. Cronenwett added. 
The members of the liturgy committee appointed one year ago 
are Pastors G. H. Trebel, A. W. Werder and H. A. Becker, and 
Mr. J. H. Spielman. 


II. The Proposed Constitution 


was now taken up for consideration. At the meeting of synod 
in Dayton, Q., two years ago, the new constitution was consid- 
ered and adopted to paragraph 3 of chapter IV. It being urged 
that §§ 1 and 2 of chapter IV. had been adopted too hastily aud 
that many who had voted for their adoption were not now satis- 
fied with them, it was deemed no more than just that these 88 
be reconsidered. The minutes relating to this matter were read, 
from which it became manifest that there was occasion to be 
dissatisfied with the Dayton action. §§ 1 and 2 of chapter IV. 
were accordingly again before synod. It was moved to substi- 
tute the following for § 1, which is the form in which it was 
originally proposed: “Synod consists of the ministers of the 
church and the lay delegates of the different pastoral charges. 
Every pastoral charge shall have the privilege of being repre- 
sented by one pastor and one lay-delegate. 

It was stated: We are not about to organize a synod, but 


simply adopting a revised constitution for a synod which has 
existed and prospered for many years. In this synod we find 
pastors who have had a vote in synod for many years, and that 
with the approval of synod, although they had not been serving 
‘congregations in connection with synod. It would certainly be 
no improvement, neither would it be proper for our synod to 
deprive such brethren of the right to vote, most of them having 
served congregations in connection with synod, and may at any 
time be called to serve such congregations. 


The Word of God does not require any such action, nor 
even indicate it. This paragraph should accordingly read so as 
to do injustice to no one.—Stress was laid upon the fact that 
synod is strictly a human institution, and is what its mem bers 
make it. This arrangement belongs to the matters of Christian 
liberty, and God’s Word does not decide who shall have a right 
to vote, who and how many lay-delegates a congregation may 
send, whether parochial school teachers and professors shall be 
voting members or not. We have the right so to arrange mat- 
ters in our synod as may best serve our purposes, keeping in 
mind however that nothing must conflict with the Word of 
God or the spirit of love, and that all things must be done de- 
cently and in order. 

One brother warned against the danger of giving the clergy 
greater rights than the lay-members, and that care must be 
taken lest we be accused of establising another Papacy. It was 
further stated that those things upon which synod takes action 
are matters of liberty, matters pertaining to external things, 
in the decision of which professors and pastors serving congre- 
gations not in connection with synod should have no voice. 
We would indeed not be deprived of the advice of these breth- 
ren especially in matters of doctrine; but our congregations will 
require it that in matters relating to them, they have an equal 
representation with the pastors. | 


In reply it was stated that we do not take action simply on 
matters of liberty. Subjects are often under consideration upon 
which it is important that professors and other servants of the 
church, not only give advice but also give their vote. Similar 
duties require similar rights. We require exactly the same of 
those pastors whose congregations are not connected with synod, 
as of others. They should for that reason have the same rights. 
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Should, for example, these pastors not be permitted to vote 
when synod takes a doctrinal position, although their connec- 
tion with synod depends on their doctrinal position? When 
each pastoral charge can send one pastor and one lay-delegate, 
there is no danger of a clerical superiority. 

An attempt was made to trace the right to vote to the divine 
call. In reply it was shown that the right to vote had nothing 
at all to do with the divine call to the ministry. This is a 
strictly human arrangement, that must indeed be governed by 
God’s Word, but is not itself found in it. 

Concerning this God's Word does not prescribe. Only all 
things must be adapted to the circumstances and the object to 
be attained. There is no danger at all if professors and pastors 
serving congregations not in connection with synod have the 
right to vote. Should synod decide anything against the Word 
of God it is not binding, no difference what the regulations of 
synod may be. 

It was further remarked that entirely too much stress is 
laid on this matter pertaining to the right of voting. Whether 
professors and pastors of congregations not in connection with 
synod, have the right to vote or not, is of little importance com- 
pared with the powerful influence which they as advisory mem- . 
bers can exercise on all the motions and resolutions of synod, so 
that they would often decide a matter whether they have a vote 
or not. If there is any danger at all it does not lie in the right 
to vote. If they adhere to the truth, and are faithful Lutheran 
advisors in a Lutheran synod, they may without any danger 
also have a vote, and the following definition may be considered 
very appropriate: Synod, consists of the pastors, professors and 
congregations belonging to it. 

When we belong to a synod we want to know what that 
synod is. It isa human organization. There is a narrow con- 
ception of the idea synod and there is a wider conception. A 
synod is a body, and that body has members. In the narrow 
sense a synod consists of congregations with their pastors. 
Properly speaking professors and pastors out of office are not in- 
cluded in the idea of asynod. To include these would lead to 
confusion. Or do we consider that professors occupy a position 
superior to others, so that in virtue of their position they are 
members of synod? 


A pastor and his delegate represent their congregation. 
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What pastors and delegates do at synod they do as représenta- 
tives of their congregations. Their acts are the acts of the con- 
gregations. Professors do not represent congregations and are 
therefore not members of synod properly speaking. The same 
may be said of missionaries and those pastors whose congrega- 
tions are not connected with synod. They are not representing 
any one. And yet these are the ministers of synod, and synod 
should confer upon them the rights of voting members, but not 
for the same reasons as this is given to those representing con- 
gregations. 

It is not advisable, neither is it Lutheran to place pastors 
and lay-members into distinct classes. In making such a dis- 
tinction we are in danger of wandering into mobocracy or into 
clerical hierarchy. When pastors have assembled as represen- 
tatives of their congregations, they have not come together to 
rule over them, but to represent them and to labor in their in- 
terests and in the interests of the church. There is here no 
danger of hierarchy although the pastors should be in the 
majority at every meeting. But the right to vote may also be 
given to others. Those assembled in the name of their congre- 
gations are as a matter of course voting members. To them the 
right to vote is not given, they Aave such right. To others the 
right is given, they have no such right according to the narrow 
sense of the word synod, for they represent no congregations. 
But such right can be given to them without danger, and that 
because in all the transactions the welfare of the church within 
the bounds of synod is regarded. The professors are also ser- 
vants of the church within the synod, The right to vote may 
also be given to them, but it is not a matter of great import- 
ance, their influence as advisory members is of greater import- 
ance and is sufficient. 

The church consists of preachers and hearers. This dis- 
tinction is made in God’s Word. The distinction is not a differ- 
ence in rank but in ministrations. A Christian synod is an 
organization not prescribed in God’s Word. But those who 
unite in a synod, both pastors and congregations, thereby obli- 
gate themselves to submit to the resolutions of synod when 
these are not in conflict with God's Word, but all in the spirit 
of love. 

Against the definition of one of the brethren it was said: 
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A synod may consist of pastors alone. Who shall belong to 
synod does not lie in the idea of synod. There are organizations 
in Europe to which no one belongs but pastors. We would not 
for a moment hesitate in calling these synods. Yet it is the 
most natural for synods to consist of congregations and pastors. 
All depends on synod’s own actions as to who shall be the mem- 
bers. But when some one is expected to submit to the regula- 
tions of an organization that person should have a voice. 
Synod can of course decide nothing in matters already decided 
in God’s Word. A majority in matters of faith decides nething. 
In matters not decided in the Holy Scriptures a majority vote is 
decisive. In these matters pastors engaged in the work of the 
synod, as well as the professors, although not representing con- 
gregations should have a vote, because synod has imposed these 
duties upon them. 


A pastor has not a vote in synod because he has a congre- 
gation, but because synod gives him a vote. 


An important office is entrusted to our professors. We en- 
trust to them our sons that they may fit them for the Christian 
ministry. If these most important matters can be entrusted to 
them why should we deny them the right to vote in matters of 
much less importance? 


The Christian Church is the spiritual body of Christ and as 
such is not manifest. The visible form consists of pastors and 
congregations. We need not here enter into the discussion 
of these principles. They are not necessarily involved in the 
paragraph before us. 

A synod is what we make it. The question is what do we 
want? Who shall be the members of the synod? In deciding 
this we must determine which form is according to charity. 
We have an established custom in our synod. Now is there 
any reason why we should depart from that custom? Although 
just as weighty arguments could be produced in favor of another 
regulation, why make the change if it is not necessary? We 
are an organization already in existence and are not adopting 
these articles to effect an organization. The question is not, to 
whom shall we give the right to vote, but whether this right 
shall be taken from some of those who have had it for many 
years? We should abide by our customs if we can do so with- 
out violating conscience. 
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The following substitute for §§ 1 and 2 was then proposed 
and adopted: ee 

21. Those congregations and ministers of the church who unite in 
this organization constitute the synod. 

2. Voting members of synod assembled are all the pastors of synod 
in office, together with the professors of the synodical institutions, pastors 
in the service of synod, and one lay-delegate from each pastoral charge in 
connection with synod. 

Advisory members of synod are all those pastors of synod not in office, 
all candidates and teachers, together with lay-delegates which congrega- 
tions belong’ng to synod may send in addition to the one to which they are 
entitled. 

The third paragraph was read and adopted without discus- 
sion. It reads: 

The synod as such is divided into District Synods whose geographical 
boundaries are fixed and may also be changed by the Joint Synod 


Paragraph 4 was then taken up and adopted in the following 
form : 

The Joint Synod shall meet every two years. The District Synode 
meet annually, but not at the same time. One-fourth of the voting mem- 
bers of the Joint Synod, or one-third of a District Synod constitute a quorum. 

Paragraph 5 was then taken into consideration. It was 
adopted in the following amended form : 

The Joint Synod and all the District Synods elect from among their 
members by an absolute majority, a President, a Vice President, a Secretary 
(in Joint Synod one German and one English Secretary) and a Treasurer. 
The officers of Joint Synod are elected for two years, those of the Districts 


for one year. 
Paragraph 6 was adopted without discussion. It reads: 

The Dirtrict Synods have jurisdiction only over the affairs pertaining to 
their respective districts; they may also make such by-laws to this coneti- 
tution, which is the constitution of the districts al», »s expediency requires, 
provided such by-laws do nut conflict with thie constitution. 

Paragraph 7 was stricken out. 
Paragraph 8, now paragraph 7, was adopted in the following 
form : 

In matters of doctrine and conscience the Word of God shall alone de- 
cide. All other questions shall be decided by an absolute majority of votes 
unless otherwise provided in this constitution. In case of a tie the Presi 
dent shall have the casting vote. 

Paragraph 9, now paragraph 8, was adopted without any 
change. It reads: 
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A pastoral conference shall be held during the meeting of synod ; teach- 
ers and lay-delegates may also hold conferences at the same time. 

Paragraph 10, now paragraph 9, was also adopted without 
discussion. It reads: 

During the meeting of the synod, the pastors, appointed by the President 
and the resident minister, shall preach on subjects assigned to them by the 
President, of which subjects they shall be informed at least four weeks 
previous. 

The committee appointed to draw geographical boundary 
lines for the District Synods and to propose the time of meeting 
reported as follows: 

1. Your committee is of the opinion that at present no alteration be 
made in the boundary lines of the old districts. 

2. That the North Western District have its eastern limits as follows: 
Lake Michigan, the Eastern line of Illinois including the lake counties of 
Indiana, and the Mississippi south of the Ohio. 

3. The different districts should see to it that their annual sessions do 
not oceur at or near the same time.

This report was adopted. After which chapter IV. was 
adopted as a whole. 

Chapter V. was then read and after considerable discussion 
referred to a committee consisting of Professors M. Loy and F. 
W. Stellhorn for revision. When this committee reported it 
was found that it would require too much time to consider the 
matter at this meeting of synod. It was resolved that the con- 
stitution so far as adopted be considered in force. This ended 
the consideration of the constitution. 


III. An Application from a Conference of Pastors in 
the North West. 


The following is their application: 


Mount Oxive, Macoupry Co., III., April 17, 1882. 
To the Honerable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 
Worrsay AND BELOVED BReraRen: 
Because of the false doctrine of the Missouri Synod on the doctrine of 
Pre destination, a number of pastors, congregations and teachers have with- 
drawn from that synod. According to the invitation of a number of these 
brethren there was a meeting held in November 1881, at Blue Island, III. 
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Those present organized themselves into a conference. The main object of 
this conference was to bear testimony against the false and dangerous doc- 
trine of the Missouri Synod on Predestination, on the basis of the Word of 
God and of our Lutheran Confessions. 


The Conference adjourned to meet again D. v. April 12, 1882, at Mount 
Olive, III. At this meeting of conference the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted 


That we as a conference herewith apply to the Hon. Ey. Luth. 
Joint Synod of Ohio and other States to be received as the North Western 
District of the Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States, in as much 
as we are one in doctrine with said synod.”

That the Hon. Synod my have a thorough understanding of our position 
respecting the doctrine of predestination, we herewith submit to her a copy 
of our public testimony.

Pastors J. H. Doerman and G. Mochel members of the con- 
ference stated the reasons why they withdrew from the Missouri 
Synod and why they desired to be united with oursynod. With 
a unanimous vote the conference was received as the North Wes- 
tern District of Joint Synod of Ohio and other states. 


IV. Teachers’ Seminary. 


Propositions of the Northern District, respecting the Teachers’ Semi- 
nary at Woodville, O., were presented.to synod for consideration. These 
propositions were- presented to, and approved by the Northern District at 
its late meeting. They constitute the report of the 7th committee of that 
District, and as by resolution of the District this report is to be presented to 
Joint Synod for consideration and approval, we present the report of the 7th 
committee of the Northern District:

Resolved, That we as the Northern District will defend the following 
propositions at the meeting of Joint Synod: 


a) That the Teachers’ Seminary erected by members of ouy synod, as 
well as — 24, 55 called, Die christliche Gemeindeschule be, by 
Joint Synod; / 


b) That the Teachers’ Seminary remain at Woodville, prov that 
before the meeting of the Joint Synod, the congregation at Woodville or 
individuals make acceptable offers in property, either iw ground or build- 


ings ; 

c) That the present teaching force continue to serve, and that in addi- 
tion a teacher be called who shall devote his talents and time to the sem- 
inary and at the same time act as housefather. 


In conclusion we cordially thank the faculty of the Teachers’ Seminary, 
Mr. Rudolf Hartmann for the free use of his house, and all who during the 
year served the institution whether by dongtion or labor. We would yet re- 
quest the faculty to prepare proper statutes for the Teachers’ Seminary to 
be submitted to Joint Synod at its next meeting.

This report was adopted by the Synod. 

It was also resolved that the Pastors E. A. Boehme and G. 
Mochel be added to the members of the faculty of the seminary 
to prepare the statutes for the seminary.“ 

In connection with this report from the Northern District, 
the statutes were also presented to Joint Synod. 

Synod received both of these matters for consideration. 

With oe to the first part of item à referring to the 
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transfer of the seminary, it was remarked, that there can be no 
doubt as to the necessity of a teacher’s seminary in our synod, 
especially under the pfésent circumstances. It is with gratitude 
that we look back to the private undertaking at Woodville, 
crowned with such success. A private undertaking can of course 
not accomplish what may be expected of an institution belonging 
to synod. And it is especially important that the work of this 
institution be done with the greatest and best possible results. 
It is therefore to be urged upon synod to make this institution 
her own. The first part of item a was then adopted; and after 
some discussion the second part was also adopted. 


In reference to item b it was asked why the institution should 
remain at Woodville and not be removed to Columbus, where the 
students could also attend some of the lecturer of the Professors 
of Capital University? In reply it was stated that it had not 
been considered prudent to combine the Teachers’ Seminary with 
the seminary now in Columbus. It would not be advisable to 
educate teachers and pastors in the same institution. Besides 
some important requisites for the training of school teachers are 
wanting in Columbus. In Woodville on the other hand, there 
is an excellent congregational school under the supervision of 
an excellent teacher, giving the students splendid opportunities 
for a practical training. There is besides in Woodville a well 
organized Lutheran congregation, and in the vicinity there are 
a number of congregations and pastors deeply interested in the 
institution, and which would largely support it with their sub- 
stance. Then we should also consider that the institution origi- 
nated under God’s providence in Woodville, the congregation 
there as well as all the neighboring congregations take such an 
interest in the institution that it would seem the proper thing to 
leave the institution where it is. It is true that the committee 
of the Northern District made the condition that the congregation 
at Woodville make offers of ground and buildings. The hope of 
realizing something was not the motive that induced the com- 
mittee to make the proposition; but because Woodville is in 
every respect well adapted for such an institution; this is why 
the committee would have the institution remain where it is. 
The congregation of the place has besides taken the conditions of 
the committee into consideration. Members of the Woodville 
congregation canvassed their own as well as neighboring congre- 
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gations, and have already secured $1800.00, and think 82000. 00 
can be collected. The building which has been in use hitherto, 
can in future also be had gratis, only we must pay the taxes and 
fire-insurance. The building may be used yet for a number of 
years. The building and 2 acres of land may be purchased for 
$1000.00, and the owner might sell more land. Besides this there 
is land that could be bought reasonably near by, upon which 
buildings could be erected as soon as necessary, up to which time 
the old buildings can be used. The conditions of the committee 
have accordingly been fulfilled, and the congregation will no 
doubt interest itself even more. | 


After this explanation synod right cheerfully adopted the 
proposition of the committee, to-wit, that the seminary remain in 
Woodville. The second part of item ö being unnecessary was 
stricken out. 


Item c was discussed at some length, after which it was re- 
ferred to a committee, to whom were also referred the proposed 
statutes, who shall then report on the whole matter, and also re- 
specting the “Christliche Gemeinde Schule.” The committee ap- 
pointed consists of the following members: 

The worthy president, pastors G. F. H. Meiser, E. A. Boehme, 
C. H. Rohe, H. A. Becker, and the lay-delegates W. Lohmann, 
G. Long, and teacher W. Steinmann, to which synod yet added 
Past. G. Cronenwett. 


The committee reported as follows: 


A. Report of Committee on the School Teachers’ 
Seminary. 


Your committee begs leave to present the following resolutions: Re- 
solved, 

1, That the seminary be governed according to the accompanying 
statutes. 

2. That Rev. G. Cronenwett serve as President of the institution, and 
that the remaining members of the Board be now elected. 

8. That to the position of Director in the seminary Rev. C. Huebner 
be called at an early date; and that, as to other necessary provisions for 
teachers, the Board be authorized to make temporary arrangements, and to 
this end seek the co-operation of the present faculty. 


4. That, in regard to the publication of the monthly assumed by 
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synod, “ Die christliche Gemeindeschule, the faculty of the seminary edit 
the same, and at present no change as to its size etc. be made.

B. Statutes of the School Teachers’ Seminary of the 
Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other States. 


21. OBJECT. 


The object of the Ev. Luth. School Teachers’ Seminary is the educa- 
tion of teachers for Ev. Lutheran congregational schools. 


22. THE CONFESSIONAL POSITION, 


The confession, to which the teachers of the seminary are to be 
obligated, and according to which the students are to be taught, is the con- 
fession of synod. Synod confesses itself to all the canonical books of the 
Old and New Testaments as the written Word of God and the sole rule and 
norm of faith and life, as also to all the symbolical books of the Ev. 
Lutheran Church as the pure and unadulterated explanation and presenta- 
tion of the Word of God, which are: The Apostolic, Nicene, and Athana- 
sian Oreeds, the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, the Apology thereof, the 
Smalcald Articles, Dr. Luther’s Smaller and Larger Catechisms, and the 
Formula of Concord. 


28. GOVERNMENT OF THE SEMINARY. 


A. Board of Directors. The semiuary shall stand under the super- 
vision of a Board of Directors, consisting besides the President of the insti- 
tution, of three pastors, two teachers, and three lay-members, to be elected 
by synod. Their term of office shall be four years, so that every two years 
the term of four expires, and four members be elected in their place. This 
Board elects from its own number a Secretary and a Treasurer, as also an 
executive committee of three members, which shall report to the Board at 
its regular sessions. The Board shall meet twice annually. Five members 
of the same constitute a quorum. 

B. The President of the Seminary. The supervision of the entire semi- 
nary devolves upon the President of the same, to be elected by the Joint 
Synod, and if possible to be the pastor of the local congregation. 

C. The Faculty. Joint Synod elects the Director of Seminary and 
additional teachers, as necessity demands. 


24. MANNER OF GOVERNMENT. 


A. The Board of Directors shall have jurisdiction as follows: They 
shall see to it 
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1. That the doctrine taught in the seminary accord with the Word of 
God and the Symbols of our Church. 


2. That the teachers faithfully discharge the duties of their office and 
adorn it with a godly life. 


3. That the stewardship of the seminary be conscientiously dis- 
charged. 

4. They shall semi-annually, or as often as deemed expedient, examine 
the books of the Secretary and Treasurer. 

5. They are also, as Board of Directors, accountable to the Joint Synod, 
and shall every two years, or as often as synod may desire, report the con- 
dition of the seminary in all respects. 

6. The Board shall also, between the sessions of synod, complement 
itself and provisionally fill all vacancies. 

B. It shall be the duty of the President from time to time to visit 
each department of the seminary and attend the recitations of each teacher, 
and to see to it that the prescribed annual course of study be promptly 
taught. Should no attention be paid to exceptions taken by him, then it 
shall be his duty to notify the Board. Should the admonitions of the latter 
also prove fruitless, then the matter is to be brought to the attention of the 
President of Joint Synod. 

O. The Faculty in conjunction with the President and Board of 
Trustees is to decide upon the course of study and upon the acceptance and 
discharge of students. The Director, in addition to the branches assigned 
to him, shall have supervision over the students of the seminary, with 
regard to conduct and morals, diligence during the hours of study, behavior 
in time of recreation, cleanliness and order, and respect for the regulations 1 
of the house in general. 


25. AMENDMENTS OR ALTERATIONS OF THESE STATUTES. 


These statutes can at any time be amended by Joint Synod, except as 
to the confessional position of the seminary, which is unalterable. 


This report together with the statutes was received and 
item 1. discussed. After some discussion and a few changes it 
was resolved to adopt the proposed statutes for the time being, 
and that the Board of Directors of the Teachers’ Seminary be 
requested to make the necessary changes and present the re- 
vised statutes at the next meeting of Joint Synod for approval. 


Item 2. was then adopted and a Board of Directors chosen. 
The followtng is the report of the committee appointed to pro- 
pose candidates for such Board, etc. : 


Inasmuch as the Board of Directors of the School Teacher’s Seminary 
is to be elected at this session of Joint Synod, therefore your committee 
propose and move: that 2 pastors, 1 teacher, and 1 lay-member be elected 
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for 4 years, and 1 pastor, 1 teacher, and 2 lay-members for 2 years. The 
former shall consist of those who obtain the highest number of votes, the 
latter of those who receive the next highest number. 


The following candidates were chosen: 


Past. C. Schlenker of Toledo, O., and Past. H. Ernst of 
Michigan City, Ind., for 4 years, Past. F. Groth for 2 years, 
Teacher Kieling of Detroit, Mich., for 4 years, Teacher Krueger 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., for 2 years, Rudolph Hartmann of Wood- 
ville for 4 years, Henry Schroeder of Past. Wolfs congregation 
and Frederick Niemann of Past. Johanssen’s congregation for 2 
years. 

Item 3. referring to the election of a principal, was adopted, 
and Past. C. Huebner chosen to said position. Synod resolved 
that his title shall be Director of the Seminary. His salary 
was fixed at $1000.00 annually. The Board is instructed to pro- 
vide for the salaries of other teachers in the institution when 
such shall be required. 

The first part of item 4. respecting the editing of “Die 
christliche Gemeindeschule” was adopted. 

As substitute for the latter part of item 4 it was moved 
that Die christliche Gemeindeschule“ be made as large as the 
“Lutheran Child’s Paper,” and that it be illustrated. 

This motion was adopted. The necessity of such a paper 
was shown by a number of the brethren. We can not think of 
starting another paper. The present paper should be of such a 
character that it may be used as a child’s paper. 

The object “Die christliche Gemeindeschule” had in view, 
was to awaken the interest of parents and congregations for 
our seminary. It was a private undertaking, but it now be- 
longs to synod, and of course, synod can do as she sees fit. 

The idea was also expressed that this paper might be grad- 
ually enlarged and made a paper for the youth. 

It was resolved that the paper be enlarged beginning with 
January, 1883. 

The entire report of the committee was then received. 


V. Jewish Missions. 


The report on Jewish missions was then read and received 
for consideration, and after some discussion adopted in the fol- 
lowing form : 
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At the last regular meeting of Joint Synod in Dayton, O., the under 
signed was authorised to make suggestions with reference to the manner in 
which Jewish mission work may be carried on with success. (See Minutes 
of 1880, page 43.) 


But inasmuch as synod has been necessitated to withdraw from the 
Synodical Conference, synod has so many other duties to attend to, that 
our entire time and strength are consumed, the undersigned does not see 
how a special work may be carried on among Israel just now. 


But could not our synod encourage our pastors to speak favorably of 
Israel at their missionary festivals and services, and take up collections for 


this object ?

N. B.—There are about $150.00 in the treasury for Jewish missions. 
Shall this money remain in the treasury or shall it be used for other pur 
poses, 


Past. Wolf made a touching address on the importance of 
laboring for the conversion of the Jews. It was suggested that 
the New Testament translated into Hebrew by Prof. Delitsch, be 
circulated among these people. In reply it was stated that few 
of the Jews living in our country understand the Hebrew, that 
more could be accomplished by circulating English and German 
tracts in which the Messiahship of Christ is shown from the 
Old Testament, 


It was further stated that the work of saving souls was uni- 
versal and therefore included the Jewish people. Jews and Gen- 
tiles are to be converted to Christianity. To convert Jews is not 
impossible, but exceedingly difficult, chiefly on account of their 
covetousness. They are besides a hardened people, and what 
Christ said of His native city may be said of the Jewish people 
They were exalted to heaven but have been brought down to 
hell. And yet we should go after them with the Word of truth 
which is able to save even the stubborn Jew. 

Synod resolved that the $150.00 in the Treasury for Jewish 
missions be used in the support of students of Israel who are 
preparing themselves for the ministry in our institution. 
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Reports of Committees, etc. 


I. COMMITTEE. 


Your committee has the report of the President and would report as 
follows: 


If we direct our attention with the President from the past to the pres- 
ent condition of our synod we can only rejoice with him and say, the 
Lord has blessed our synod beyond measure. In reference to those, who 
have left us, we are also compelled to say, that they have become our de- 
clared opponents; many of whom endeavor to injure us publicly and se- 
cretly. This fact makes it necessary for us, no longer to regard them 
as brethren, but as enemies. We also fully coincide with the opinions 
expressed by the Presfdent in regard to the doctrinal position of the Mis- 
souri Synod. Therefore it has become our duty to oppose openly and with 
all energy the manifest workings of the calvinistic leaven of Missouri. 
In this connection howeyer we observe with satisfaction, that our President, 
as we have known this to be his custom heretofore, confines himself in this 
controversy entirely to the matter in dispute, which is not done by our 
opponents. The fact however that we are contending against Missouri and 
its followers, does not relieve us from the duty to oppose all unionistic ten- 
dencies in doctrine and practice ; as we were free from all Synergism, when 
we entered the Synodical Conference, so are we free from it to this day in 
spite of the assertions of our enemies. 

Remaining unmoved in our position, though, as the President expresses 
it, now standing alone, we are not indifferent as to our duty to acknowledge 
those as brethren of the faith, who agree with us in doctrine and practice. 

In regard to the erection of a practical seminary to supply the pressing 
want of ministers your committee would propose the following action: viz. : 
We indeed acknowledge the duty of occupying the west and especially. the 
northwest and to engage in this work in full earnest. Never before was 
our synod so urgently called upon to extend her borders. In order to enter 
into this work we must have laborers who are thoroughly educated and 
qualified, To this end the committee would move the calling of another 
professor. 

The establishment of such a practical seminary and the arrangements 
of the studies is left to the faculty and the board. 

We finally move that our thanks be extended to the worthy President 
for the diligent and faithful discharge of his important office, and that his 
report be published in the minutes.

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Considerable time was spent in discussing the proposition to 
establish a practical seminary. 


The following remarks were made: 


What is a practical seminary? It is a seminary in which 
young men are fitted for the ministry without taking a collegiate 
course. Our present seminary might be said to be theoretical 
and practical. Much as it is to be desired that all our ministers 
be acquainted with the original languages of the Scriptures, the 
time is upon us when we must prepare men as soon as possible. 
The languages are not absolutely necessary for the work of the 
ministry. In 2 or 3 years we may in this way prepare men for 
their work. Above all must we consider the field opened to us 
by the reception of the North Westegn District, The cry, come 
over and help us, is constantly sounding from that field. The 
congregations will become discouraged if they must wait too 
long. We cannot leave the whole West to Missouri. They have 
adopted a dangerous doctrine and we must vecupy the West in 
order to save our Lutheran church from their dangerous influence. 


Hitherto we have depended on Missouri; this we dare no 
longer do. But we may learn a lesson from that synod. From 
the very beginning they have had a practical seminary, com- 
bined for some time with the theoretical in St. Louis, but for a 
number of years separated in Springfield, III. Attention was 
called to a danger to which we would be exposed if the practical 
seminary were combined with the theoretical. The theoretical 
students would be apt to exalt themselves above those not 80 
thorough in knowledge. The past history of our institutions 
in Columbus however is a sufficient evidence that no such spirit 
is tolerated there. x 


In speaking of this matter the expense must also be taken 
into consideration. Another professor must be called. We 
must also here call to mind the fact that congregation after con- 
gregation is being added to our synod, and the more men we 
have to send into the West and North West the greater will be 
our income from that source. Financially, the establishment of 
such a seminary can only profit our institutions. 


One thing more. We have students offered to us from 
Europe. Just as soon as the seminary is opened we can secure 
men, some of whom may be prepared for work in one year. By 
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a unanimous vote it was decided to establish such a seminary, 
and at once to call another theological professor. 
The entire report of the I. committee was adopted.

The following is the report referred to in item 7: 


Report of the Board of Trustees of Capital University, 
Columbus, O. 


To the Hon. Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and other Statea,—CGreeting, Grace 
and Peace. 

During the two years that have transpired since the last report was 
submitted by your Board the changes that have taken place at our Univer- 
sity have been in part occasions of sorrow but also in part of gratitude. A 
number of resolutions are recorded upon our minutes that have been 
occasioned by the lingering and very painful illness of our late Rev. Prof. 
W. F. Lehmann, whose rélief from his sufferings by death is now known to 
the church. The vacancy occasioned by his sickness and death has been 
‘supplied in various ways. It was hoped that a permanent arrangement 
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would result from the call extended to Prof. Frank as the third Professor of 
Theology, and the one to Dr. Schodde as Professor of the Latin Language 
and Literature. But (on account of both the incompetency and unfaithful- 
ness of Prof. Frank, who took the first opportunity to betray his trust and 
return to his former flesh pots) this hope was not realized; Dr. Schodde 
however did accept the call extended to him and has since labored with 
faithfulness and success in the various positions that have been assigned to 
him. On March 16th, 1882, Prof. Stellhorn was called to the office of 
Housefather and also to the chair of the German Language and Literature. 
At the same date Prof. Loy consented to accept the call previously extended 
to him, to the office of President of Capital University. At a meeting of 
the Beard held last June Past. Pflueger of Thornville, O., was called to the 
two offices of Housefather and Principal of the Grammar School, Dr. 
Schodde as Professor of Greek and Prof. Mees as Professor of Latin. Past. 
Pflueger however could not accept the call, inasmuch as his congregations 
refused to accept his resignation. But by the appointment of two tutors 
for the Grammar School from among the more advanced College and Semi- 
nary students, the contemplated changes have been made, while Prof. Stell- 
horn however continues to administer acceptably the important office of 
Housefather. For the sake of placing the present arrangement upon a 
permanent footing, as well as also of assigning to Prof. Stellhorn other im- 
portant duties, it becomes necessary that the synod should treat this sub- 
ject with due attention. 


The Hon. Synod is also aware that the Board has taken the liberty to 
call a traveling agent into our wide field, and that Past. J. A. Schulze, who 
has accepted the call, is now engaged in collecting for our Institution 


Treasury and laboring to extend the circulation of our church papers and 
literature. 


In honor and to the memory of our late Rev. Prof. W. F. Lehmann 
memorial resolutions have been adopted by the Board and entered on page 
294 of the minute book. A monument has also been erected in Green 
Lan Cemetery, the place of his burial, to his memory. May his loyalty 
to our cause never be forgotten ! 

The Board takes great pleasure in reporting that a very favorable in- 
crease in the number of students has taken place. The present number is 
over one hundred. In this respect however much remains to be done. 
Our field is large, and since the recent synodical changes have occurred, 
has vastly increased in importance. In view of these things our present 
number of students is yet by far too small. It should be made the special 
task of the synod, if at all possible by the use of proper means, to increase 
the number of our students. 


In the financial condition of the University some improvement has 0 
likewise been made. But the old debt has not yet been wiped out, (and the | 72 
50 acres of land belonging to the synod have not been sold). It is probably 3 
advisable that this synod should once more give serious and efficient atten- 2 
tion to this matter. Respecting the obtaining of means to meet current pk 
expenditures, present indications are encouraging. The agent appointed ped 4 
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by the Board is at work and is meeting with marked success. But it would 
be a fatal mistake to leave the whole matter in his hands. It is still the 
duty of every pastor of this synod to labor and pray with great earnestness 
and zeal for the financial success of our beloved Institution. 

It may seem to some that in the case of Prof. Schmid, the Board did 
not observe the instructions of the synod, to the effect that our professors 
shall all resign their congregations and devote their entire time and strength 
to their work at our University. But inasmuch as the congregation of Prof. 
Schmid refused to accept his resignation, he resigned his office of Professor 
of Greek at our Institution. Thereupon the Board took occasion to retain 
him as Professor of History, with the privilege extended to him of con- 
tinuing to serve his congregation as heretofore. Accordingly two full 
hours per week are now devoted to the teaching of History in each college 
class. 

The Board finally takes this opportunity to aay, that it has resolved to 
recommend to the synod the necessity of providing two additional resi- 
dences for the use of our Professors. If the desire of the synod, to have 
our Professors reside near the University grounds, instead of in the city, as 
most of them are now doing, is to be realized, this proposition should be 
executed at an early date. However, since the decision passed by the 
Board was made, Prof. Stellhorn has purchased the residence formerly be- 
longing to Prof. Lehmann, by which the necessity of one new dwelling is 
obviated, so that if the synod should see proper to approve the acticn of 
the Board, the nevessity remains of providing only one new v building at 
present. 

It must not be forgotten, that 4 new members of the Board are to be 
elected at this synod, to fill the vacancies occasioned by the withdrawal of 
those whose term of office has expired.

Report of the Seminary Board. 


In the name of the Seminary Board the undersigned herewith submits 
the following report to this venerable synod: 

Since the last meeting of Joint Synod at Dayton, O., the seminary has 
experienced great changes as well as great prosperity. 

What was feared already then (October, 1880), occurred only two 
months later: the peaceful death of Rev. Wm. F. Lehmann, for many 
years our honored Professor of Theology. In hima great man has fallen 
in Israel, an indefatigable, self-denying benefactor and director of our Insti- 
tutions. 

The third theological Professorship, created by Joint Synod already be- 
fore his demise was filled in November of the same year by calling Prof. 
C. Frank. In January, 1881, Prof. M. Loy was called to the first theo- 
logical Professorship, in place of the sainted Prof. W. F. Lehmann; in 
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March of the same year Prof. F. W. Stellhorn to the second theological 
Professorship; and at the same time Prof. C. H. L. Schuette to the third 
theological Professorship, in place of Prof. C. Frank, resigned. According 
to arrangements made Prof. Loy lectures mostly on systematical, Prof. 
Stellhorn mostly on historical and exegetical, and Prof. Schuette mostly on 
practical theology. Thus the desire of synod, to have three theological 
Professors from henceforth, a desire well justified by actual want, was ful- 
filled, and that in such a manner that no doubt 80 as to give general 
satisfaction. 

How great the necessity of increasing the number of Professors and 
how satisfactory the final appointments to the three theological Professor- 
ships was no doubt made apparent by the fact that A. D. 1881 the number 
of students increased to 30 and A. D. 1882 even to 37, a number which was 
never reached in the more than 50 years of the seminary’s existence. Never- 
theless all the vacancies could not be filled by those who entered the min- 
istry after a satisfactory examination. 

Thus the prayer that the Lord, our God, would establish the work of 
our hands, also in regard to the seminary, should more than ever be 
connected with the earnest effort of the whole synod, to support this work 
of our hands most heartily by prayer and gifts.

Publication Board of our Book Concern together with the Report of our book 


agent. We rejoice over the success which has thus far attended our Book 
Concern for the benefit and welfare of our church, and hope that all our 
pastors and charges will continue to patronize this good undertaking. 

On these documents we report as follows: 

A. In regard to the work done, we move that items I to 8 be approved. 

B. As to the suggestions and remarks made, we move that the follow- 
ing men be elected as Publication Board: Pastors Rohe, Beck and Simon, 
and Messrs Gathke and Waltner of Columbus. 

In regard to item 3, we do not deem it practicable. 

With reference to item 4, we move that Synod express itself as to the 
Books to be published in the near future. 

C. In regard to the enlargement of our Book Concern, we do not deem 
it advisable at present; yet we move that the Board be instructed, in the 
meantime, out of the profits, to lay by $1000 annually for this purpose, 
especially for the establishment of a Book-bindery. 

D. In conclusion we move that the Reports of the Board and our agent 
be printed with our minutes. Your Committee, 
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This report was received and item after item considered in 
connection with the report of the Publication Board. 

The introduction to A. was adopted. Also both items under 
B. Respecting item 3, after a lengthy discussion, it was resolved 
that we publish a series of school books, and that the faculty of 
the Teachers’ Seminary be entrusted with this work. 
bist It was urged that a suitable Catechism be published, in- 
| 5 asmuch as the Dietrich Catechism, with all its excellencies 
sie is not adapted for catechetical instructions. It was resolved 
ia to appoint a committee whose duty it shall be to prepare a 
143 Catechism on the basis of the Dietrich, containing questions 
and answers for larger and smaller children, the Wuertemberg 
examination, and that the Lord’s Prayer be given with the con- 
clusion. After the work is done, a proof copy shall be pub- 
lished, and then proceeded with according to the instructions 
given to the Liturgy committee. Profs. F. W. Stellhorn and M. 
Loy and Past. C. H. Rohe constitute this committee. 

It was resolved to leave the matter referred to in item C. to 
the Publication Board.

Report of Publication Board of the Lutheran Book Con- 
cern of Columbus, O., October 18, 1882. 


Dear Brethren : : 0 
1 Two years of experience are behind us. We can, on the basis of this 
Bald experience, assure synod that our expectations have been more than 
at realized. It was with considerable doubt that many of the brethren en- 
i it tered upon the establishment of a Book Concern two years ago. That 
Bag doubt has long since been banished from the minds of those brethren by 
| | the unexpectéd prosperity of the establishment. The only painful reflec- 
tion is that the work was not begun fifteen or twenty years ago. Had that 
been done, the profits arising from our publications might to-day entirely 
support our institutions. Our agent, J. L. Trauger, will report the financial 
condition of the Book Concern. 
The following is a summary of what the Board has done during the 
two years: 
1. On November 8th, 1880, all the members appointed by synod, met 
and effected an organization, electing as chairman Rev. R. Herbst, and as 
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secretary the undresigned. The establishment assumed the name: Lutheran 
Book Concern of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States. 

2. The printing establishment and agency of synod have been merged 
into one, so that our agent has charge of both departments according to 
item 6. under B. page 33, Minutes of 1880. 

3. The books of the former agent J. J. Aschmann were examined and 
found correct. New books were secured as soon as the newly elected agent 
took charge of the establishment, since which time the books are kept 
according to the latest methods of book-keeping. 

4. Loans, according to item 2. under B. p. 33, were solicited, without a 
satisfactory result, only $135.00 being realized instead of $5000.00 as prom- 
ised by synod. 

5. The Publication Society of Baltimore, Md., has been merged into 
our establishment. 

6. We have published the following: 


a) Almanacs in German and lish for 1882 and 1883. 

b) Liturgies for Christmas in German and English. 

ec) A new English Hymnal. 

d) 4 The 7 * Sacra. 

e) The “ Theo Magazine” and Theologische laetter which 
have been addled to our periodicals. 

f) A Memorial of our sainted Prof. Wm. F. Lehmann in German and 


English. 
g) Huebner’s Biblical Stories in German. 


7. On the basis of item 9. under B. page 33, the Board resolved to fix 
our agent’s salary at $900.00 and pay all hired help. 

8. The History of our Synod was purchased from Mr. J. H. Spielmann 
for the sum of $360.00. 

Remarks and suggestions: 

1. One member of the Board, Rev. R. Herbst, severed his connection 
with our synod some months ago, for which reason we have been without 
a chairman since that time. The meeting of synod being so near at hand, 
we deemed it unnecessary to supply the vacancy. 

2. A new Board is to be appointed at this meeting of synod. 

8. Synod must provide for the preparation of books for publication, 
that being outside of the sphere of your committee. 

4. The following should be published in the near future: 


a) Liturgies in German and English. The manuscript is to be laid be 
fore you at this meeting for your approval. 

School books for parochial schools. 

c) A work of Lather in memory of the 400th anniversary of Luther’s 


birth. 
d) Books for children for Christmas. 
e) An English Book of Sermons. 
An English Commentary on the New Testament. 
g) A German Catechiam on the plan of Dietrich’s. 
An important question to synod is whether we shall enlarge our estab- 
lishment and do all the work and realize the profits now flowing into other 


establishments. $1000.00 would not pay our expenses for binding in one 
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year. Another $1000.00 is required for press work. Furthermore, if the 


- book store were on the first floor and à general stock of books, stationary, 


etc., kept on hand, a large sum of money might be realized from general 
sales. 

Now it is true that a considerable sum of money would be necessary in 
order to procure the necessary presses and engine, and a few things neces- 
sary for a bindery, but it can scarcely be questioned that in a few years 
these additions would pay for themselves. Should synod decide in favor 
of such improvements it will be necessary to furnish the Book Concern 
with at least $6000.00. 

We would also inform synod of the fact that a member of Trinity 
Lutheran congregation of Columbus has expressed his willingness to erect 
the necessary buildings for us according to our directions and rent it to us 
on reasonable terms. We would need a three story building with base- 
ment. D.

That the Orphans’ Home is the Lord's, we have richly experienced in 
the past two years. God has graciously shown Himself the true Father 
of the orphan, and the Provider and Protector of the forsaken, and has 
made Himself known to us and to our common cause with His richest 
blessing. He daily and richly furnished us all that was necessary for the 
support of the bodies and lives of a large family consisting of 110 persons. 


Our debt made by the purchase of twenty acres of land has greatly de- 
creased. 

The expenditures and receipts and the condition of the treasury can be 
learned from the report of the treasurer of the Institution. 

By the protection of His angels, God has kept the house and its in- 
mates from all danger and harm. There were indeed light forms of disease, 
but God graciously helped us and they soon again left us. The angel of 
death called away our good old father Meyer from this mortal state; but he 
is, as we confidently hope, asleep in Jesus; we should then thank God 
that He has taken this weary pilgrim into eternal rest. To God, our Master, 
be honor and praise for His grace and mercy. 

We are under many obligations to the friends and benefactors, both at 
home and abroad, who have given their mite to our Orphans’ Home. May 
the Lord teach them to know that their work was not in vain, and prepare 
their hearts and hands for further work in the Master’s cause. 

During the last two years 22 boys and 9 girls have been received into 
the Institution, making in all 3! accessions in 2 years. There are to-day 60 
boys and 40 girls in the home. Four boys and three girls have been con- 
firmed and at the wish of the Superintendent and his wife have been made 
assistants in the house. 

One boy was sent to Columbus from this Institution and one has been 
returned to his father. 

About 80 children daily attend the school of the Home, which is taught 
by Mr. Julius Zinser. 

The help consists of one cook, two old ladies, and those children con- 
firmed in the Institution. The stock consists of one horse, three cows, 
eleven hogs and a number of chickens. The amount of produce from the 
garden and the 20 acres added thereto, was quite large. 
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Thus we see, our Father has blessed us greatly. Especially should we 
praise Him for His mercy in giving us from the beginning such a Superin- 
tendent and Matron, who do their difficult work in the right spirit, and 
with great fidelity and true skill in management. The fruits of their labor 
already afford great pleasure. We stand here then to-day humbly to con- 
fess with Jacob: “I am not worthy of the least of all the mercies and of all 
the truth, which Thou hast shown Thy servant. 

O brethren, how much cause have we to praise the Lord our God and 
to glorify His name! Yes, praise the Lord for He is good, and His mercy 
endureth forever! 

In conclusion allow me to state, that the terms of office of Prof. Spiel- 
mann and John Smith have expired. 

The Lord our God be gracious unto us and prosper the work of our 
hands to the praise of His holy name and to the welfare of this Institution.
